TEHERAN, July 14—The effec- 
tive existence of the Iranian Maj- 
lis (lower and sole existing legis- 
lative chamber) ended late to- 
night with the resignations of 27 
members of the progovernment 
national movement faction. 


The resignations remove the 
chamber from Premier Mossa- 
degh’s way by preventing all pos- 
sibility of a quorum for the re- 
mainder of the term, which ends 
next spring. The premier will be 
able to continue his rule by de- 
cree under a grant of plenary 
powers from the Majlis. 

Dr. Mossadegh, unhampered by 
the Majlis, is now the most pow- 
erful premier in Iran since the 
constitution was granted by the 
Quajar dynasty in 1906.

-In Texas and the Midwest, crop 
losses from drought, bringing back 
memories of the “dust bowl,” have pin- 
_ pointed anew the question of the Fed- 
eral Government’s responsibility in 
times of distress. Relief for the stricken 
areas, to cost between $100,000,000 and 
$150,000,000, is being made available by 
the administration. 

Few people deny that the disaster is 
a national problem. However, the crisis 
presents the nation’s omnipresent farm 
problem in sharper focus, 

During World War II, we upped 
farm production sharply to meet our 
emergency needs and those of our allies. 
New methods of production enabled the 
American farmer to produce more with 
less labor and expense. The price in- 
dex, based on “normal years,” 1910- 
1914, for farm commodities reached a 
‘high of 310 in 1951, compared to a cost 
index of 285. By June of this year, 
however, the price index had dropped 
to 260 while the cost of what the farmer 
buys stood at 275. 

Caught thus in a price-cost squeeze, 
the farmer is again looking to the Fed- 
eral Government for help. The answer 
has not yet been found to the threat of 
chronic farm depression except through 
continued federal support and controls. 

Few people care to admit that this 
must be the permanent solution to the 
problem. Certainly during the war 
years surpluses were no bother. Large 
stockpiles of agricultural commodities 
are a‘necessity in the present world. 

However, there would appear to be 
limits. 

Consider the present demand and 
the drop in exports. For instance, 34 
per cent of this year’s cotton crop will 
be surplus; corn production will exceed 
demand by 23 per cent, while wheat 
will exceed consumption by 24 per 
cent. Butter is piling up by the mil- 
lions.of pounds. Even the drought will 
not change that. 

Even if the government had the 
storage space, the American people can- 
not forever subsidize unrestricted pro- 
duction. We must, therefore, return to 
the acreage quota system—no perma- 
nent solution. 

Farmers cannot expect subsidization 
without a certain amount of regimenta- 
tion. They cannot have either without 
losing a certain amount of their com- 
petitive strength in both domestic and 
‘world markets and without a conse- 
quent weakening of their independent 
position. 

In the meantime, the quest for ways 
to adjust supply and demand while 
maintaining adequate stocks of agricul- 
tural commodities for emergencies goes 
on. The best way to achieve a normal 
balance while giving the farmer protec- 
tion from economic disaster—protection 
already provided other segments of the 
economy to some degree—is still far 
from settled.

Long, Bloody Course

No one knows how the present co- 
lossal struggle for power within the 
Soviet Union finally will be resolved. 
Throughout history no absolute dicta- 
tor has been able to pass on his power 
intact and it now seems that Joe Stalin 
Was no exception. 

If the rule holds, Malenkov will 
have a long and bloody course ahead, 
if and when he achieves the iron con- 
trol that was Stalin’s. His destruction 
of Lavrenty Beria is only the first step. 
Stalin, with Beria’s help, murdered mil- 
lions in his rise. 

What happens now will remain a 
matter of conjecture for many months 
or years to come. Revulsion against 
Stalin’s prostitution of human dignity 
and intellectual courage must run its 
course. These revulsions may be con- 
fined to Russia, but on the other hand 
Malenkov may direct his efforts out- 
ward in an effort to divert the Soviet 


- masses from their troubles. 


In such an 
event, explosions may come that could 
shake the peace of the world. 

The free world must continue to 
build up its strength to be ready for 
such an explosion. It must encourage 
the enslaved to free themselves.. 
all, it must continue to set an example 


that proves the free way of life is the 


ultimate goal of all men. We know the 
Soviets’ weaknesses. In them lie our 
strength—not military strength alone.

Two million bushels of corn ain't 
chicken feed!

It’s a far cry from the 
day when he sacked up his nubbins, 
threw the sack across old Nell’s back 
and rode off to the mill. 

It’s a new day in north Georgia, 
thanks to the vision, the faith and the 
courage of Jesse Jewell and the many 
like him. Having built a multimillion- 
dollar broiler business, they now turn 
their genius to encouraging a local feed 
supply to match it.

Committee Strike 
Poses a Danger 


WASHINGTON — Far more important 
than whether a congressional committee 
staff investigator who is bitterly anti-Com- 
munist shall be summarily fired without a 
hearing, while the rights of anybody in the 
government accused of being a security 
risk are well protected by an elaborate 
system of review boards with hearings, is 
another issue now developing in the Senate. 
It is whether a minority group of a com- 

rm mittee shall be able to 

resign and a minority 

party, -by refusing to 

appoint members in 

their places, shall ef- 

fectively block the ma- 

jority operation of con- 

gressional committees. 

A “sit down strike’ 

against the majority by 

the minority in com- 

mittees is something 

ei unprecedented in the 

history of ces. and it could be destruc- 

tive. If, for example, the majority party 

was confident it could uncover corruption 

in the executive branch of the govern- 

ment, it could be prevented from making 

such exposure by the simple refusal of mi- 

nority members to serve on a congression- 
al committee. 

The issue has arisen in connection with 
the action of three Democrats on the sub- 
committee of the Senate committee on gev- 
ernment operations. 


Each committee can make its own de- 
cisions as to personnel of the staff, and, if 
it chooses by majority vote to delegate 
that authority to the chairman or to revoke 
it at any time, it can do so. | 

Another issue which grows out of the 
same controversy was raised by Senator 
Monroney, Democrat of Oklahoma, on the 


floor of the Senate when he uttered a broad- 


side attack against committee investiga- 
tions on the subject of internal security. His 
thesis was that the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and its director, J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver, could be relied on to take care of this 
problem without congressional inquiries. 

What Monroney overlooks is that Alger 
Hiss was caught, not by the FBI, but by 
testimony during a House committee hear- 
ing, and that the Teapot Dome scandal 
during the Harding administration was 
uncovered by a Senate investigating com- 
mittee headed by Senator Tom Walsh of 
Montana, Democrat, As for the FBI’s at- 
titude toward congressional inquiries, the 
best testimony comes from J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver himself. In it the following exchange oc- 
curred: 

“Q. Do you believe that public ex- 
posures through congressional committeees, 


when properly safeguarded to avoid impli- 


cation of innocent parties, could. be helpful 
in drawing public attention to instances and 
episodes involving espionage and other 
Communist activity? 

“Hoover: With the laws of libel and 
slander militantly used by subversives, ex- 
posures under oath, with safeguards to pro- 
tect the innocent, are necessary. A private 
citizen or even a great metropolitan daily 
paper does not have the facilities to make 
the investigations. Hence, many exposures 
can be made only through an official in- 
vestigating committee possessing the power 
of subpoena with persuasive facilities such 
as laws covering perjury and the power to 
cite for contempt.”’

The hope that a get-together with Russia 
would not be too long delayed was ex- 
pressed by the British. They did not see 
why it could not be this autumn. 

You got the feeling that the 78-year-old 
British premier sees a possible splendid 
climax to his career in some sort of ad- 
justment between East and West that would 
bring peace. It would, at the same time, 
represent an accomplishment for which his 
country could take considerable credit, as 
well. as he. 

Sir Winston undoubtedly had half an eye 
on domestic political effect when he first 
urged top-level conferences with Russia in 
an election campaign. He still is a poli- 
tician, as well as statesman; but he now 
seems to be looking far beyond his home- 
land in his continued: insistence on a four- 
power conference. He must be taken seri- 
ously. 

Timing is of the essence in diplomacy. 
The British view is that the West now has 
strengthened itself to the point where it 
can speak with authority and that recent 
developments behind the Iron Curtain, both 
in Russia and in the satellites, make this 
the time to speak. 

In the strategy that is taking shape 
among the British, the ultimate conference 
with Russia is, itself, considered an incen- 
tive for the West. That is, the prospect of 
peace is envisaged as a spur to unification 
of Western Europe and a unified army, still 
lagging. For only through Western strength 
can Russia be impressed; and Western 
strength can only come through unity, 
which is what Congress has been trying to 
say to Western Europe during debate over 
further European financial aid. 

The British follow the reasoning that 
ratification of the European Defense Com- 


‘munity would not only give confidence to 


the West itself but to the whole world. The 
latter thus would be assured that EDC re- 
mains the policy of the West and ‘can be 
relied upon.

The Blind and Their Seeing Eye Dogs 


Are Inspiration Even to Washington 


WASHINGTON—The taxi pulled up in 
front of the Statler, the doorman stepped 
over to open the door and a fine big silver- 
gray dog stepped out. Attached to his back 
was’ a leather harness with a Grcrenens 
handle on it, and hold  erssigige cps ce csessers 
ing on to the handle - 
was a lady of middle 
years wearing dark 
glasses. She was car- 
rying a small bag in 
her free hand, and when 
the doorman reached 
fer it the big: dog 
reached for him. He 
took the man by the 
arm between the wrist 
and the elbow. He didn’t 
growl, or bite. He just stood there, not 
moving a muscle. The man didn’t move a 
muscle either. He just stood there frozen. 
Finally, he said: | 

“Lady, tell your dog I’m not trying to 
steal your suitcase.’’ 

‘‘Oh my goodness,”’ the lady said, *‘Has 
he got you?”’ She twitched the dog’s har- 
ness. ‘‘Turn him loose,”’ she said. 

The dog let go, the doorman took the 
bags. The dog led the lady on inside. She 
was the first arrival of a convention here 
at which some 500 members of the National 
Association of Workers for the Blind are 
gathering. At least a couple of hundred 
of them will be bringing their seeing-eye 
dogs.

animals, padding about majestically, lead- 
ing their people around. They are of all 
kinds, boxers, Labradors, German shep- 
herds, even one fine-looking setter. Their 
manners are beautiful, for the most part.

were children that had misbehaved. They 
come to heel and sit there, looking crest- 
fallen. 

It’s funny to watch them keeping an 
eye on their owners’ baggage. The custom 
is to take a guest’s baggage to a rack over 
by the head bellman’s desk while the guest 
goes up to register. The dogs don’t like 
that. When the bellhop turns away with 
the baggage the dog stubbornly follows, 
dragging the person he’s leading along with 
him. The bellman then has to bring the 
baggage over to the desk. The dog checks 
up on him, though. He sniffs the bags to 
be sure he is bringing the right ones. 


Once in awhile the dogs behave like 
dogs. One big shepherd went loping all the 
way across the lobby, towing his owner. 
He'd spotted a handsome lady boxer across 
the room. They greeted each other warmly 
in the time-honored salutation of dogs. 
Turned out they’d gone to seeing-eye school 
together. 

One lady from the West Coast was ex- 
pecting her niece, who lives in Washington, 
to come down to see her. As the niece 
came through the doors, the dog spotted 
her, and trotted to meet her. The dog had 
only seen her once, a year ago, when she 
visited her aunt in California. 

Only one accident happened. A beau- 
tiful dog led his mistress up a flight of

—A Debt for Ben Geraghty 


A visiting fireman playfully planted the rumor around the 
league’s matinee party that Atlanta would call up Aaron when his 
two toes grow back to his foot. Atlanta, of course, has no call on 
Henry. He’s the blue ribbon property of Toledo, who had him 
stationed at Eau Claire, Wis., last season. 


The floating yarn gathered such momentum that Spec 
Richardson, the Jacksonville business manager, frantically 
sought out the malicious propagandist and asked for an 
audience. 


“They can’t play Henry in the Southern Association,” he said, 
“Can they? Besides, he belongs to Toledo, and what’s wrong 
with Gene Mauch? He doesn’t want to become a bench manager 
this young, does he? And besides, too, the Braves make a policy 
of not recalling players, don’t they?” 


For the year, though, Henry has been the blessing of a 
lean-faced Irishman who’s been waiting seven years for time 
to repay him a big debt.

But there was a debt. In the season of 1946, Geraghty was pro- 
nounced dead. He was aboard the bus that carried the Spokane, 
Wash., club of the Western International League down a moun- 
tainside in a flaming heap. Six were killed, but Geraghty never 
made the complete trip. He was thrown out along the way. When 
’ he didn’t appear among the wounded, it was assumed he was 
inside the burning wreck and his name was included among the 
fatalities. He turned up a few hours later at a first-aid station at 
Snoqualmie Peak, a short distance from where the crash oc- 
curred. He had scrambled up the mountain to the highway and 
stopped a passing car. 


Geraghty sipped briefly the big league wine several 
years ago as a neophyte Brooklyn infielder. He made the 
customary tour of the minors that the fellow makes who won’t 
quit. This year, when Henry came, he finally got the good 
break that had been marked for him. 


Aaron’s only weakness is of an innate nature. He has lapses. 
He lets down mentally, and often it costs, as the other evening 
when twice he stole second base and was called out. He made the 
distance and won the bag, but as he stood up to dust himself off 
both times he unconsciously took his foot off the bag and foxy 
Bobby Wilkins, the Augusta manager, tagged him out. 


With Henry sidetracked, some of the other Sally League spe- 
cials had a chance to come through Monday, but only two of 
major league character accepted the bid. Both were pitchers 
from Savannah, a club working on a 13-game losing jag. Tom 
Tyson and Cookie Stemple each worked three innings and gave up 
a run for the winning East, but had the class of prospects. 

Tyson, though, is 27 years old, a onetime catcher from 
South Carolina who became a pitcher after losing an eye in 
an accident.

Flabby Arms

In the season’s 
dresses it’s plain tosee that 
middle-age arms match the fig- 
ure. And that’s not surprising 
for the triceps muscles on the 
backs of the upper arms really 
get very little action. Flabby 
muscles lose shape and sag, 
then since excess fat always 
tends to pile on the least used 


spots. 


Of course, the homemaker 


will immediately object to the | 


statement that her arms get 
very little use since she uses 
her arms actually all day long. 
The trouble is ordinary every- 
day movements do not bring 
these particular muscles into 


brisk action. It is the muscles 
on the front part of the upper 
arm, and the muscles of the 
forearm which do the work. 

It takes a special exercise 

technique to direct the action 
through the triceps muscle. 
Its action is to extend the fore- 
arm but only when it is neces- 
sary to put some force behind 
a blow or when the upper arm 
is more horizontal than perpen- 
dicular. That position makes 
it necessary to forcibly con- 
tract the triceps. 
_ Another clue is this .. . loss 
of the triceps destroys a per- 
son’s ability to extend the el- 
bow forcibly. So extending the 
elbow with force is bound to 
reach and tone this particular 
muscle, 

After bathing rub the under 
part and back part of the arm 
briskly to stimulate circulation. 
Also get the knack of carrying 
the arms with backs of hands 
forward, and the soft part of 
the inside of the elbow toward 
the body. This affords mild 
but constant exercise for these 
muscles.

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Sensitive Skins 
Require Attention 


Not every one can tolerate 
the sun. Some individuals never 
tan and they have learned 
through experience not to ex- 
pose themselves for more than 
a few minutes at a time. 

However, their troubles are 
insignificant compared _ with 
those of persons who are sensi- 
tive to ultraviolet rays. They 
develop eczema, hives, or dif- 
ferent types of dermatitis. In 
solar eczema, for example, 
the victim feels a burning and 
stinging sensation as soon as 
the skin is exposed on the first 
clear day of the year. 

The upper rims of the ears, 
the cheeks, lower lip, the backs 
of the hands, and the arms bear 
the brunt. Unless the parts are 
protected they becme red and 
swollen, followed by blister for- 
mation such as occurs with or- 
dinary sunburn. 

When the blisters rupture, 


few days the acute reaction 
subsides unless exposure is re- 
peated. 


In solar urticaria, the process | 


is essentially the same except 
that hives will develop, instead 
of blisters. The lesions itch and 
burn and oecasionally there is 
seepage with crust formation. 
The same areas on the hands 
and facé are involved. In girls 
and boys the outbreak may per- 
sist, 
nose, cheeks and hands. 

Berlock dermatitis is 
name of the eruption that arises 
on sensitive skin when the use 
of perfume is combined with ex- 
posure to the sun. 

Apparently one of the ingredi- 
ents, possibly bergamot oil, 
causes hypersensitivity to ul- 
traviolet light. 

During the war considerable 
research was done on sun tan 
lotions in an effort to find an 
effective protective product. 
Several were discovered and 
one, para-aminobenzoic acid, 
is capable of absorbing all sun-

Under the old system of moving 
traffic through Buckhead _ the 
lights favored the pedestrian. 
‘Under the new svstem the lights 
regulate the movement of the pe- 
destrian and are intended to move 
vehicle traffic more easily, Bev- 
ins explained. 

Bevins said he is giving serious 
consideration to the installation 
of pedestrian lights to aid the 
pedestrian in figuring out just 
when to cross the street.
